LATE MISSIONER 

AT PADDLE RIVER | 

KILLED IN ACTION | 

Rev. W. li. 8. Dallas, Heroic Priest | 

of Anglican Church, Gives | 
His Life 


The Reverend William Loraine Sey- 
mour Dallas, priest of the Anglican 
church, and from 1911 to 1915 a mem- 
ber of the Edmonton Mission in 
charge of the Paddle River district, 
was killed in action on Sept. 20th. In 
August, 1915, he volunteered and was 
accepted as a chaplain to His Ma- 
jesty s forces, and was given the rank! 
of captain. He was a.tached first to 


the Znd Oxford and Bucks Light In- 
fantry (52nd), and later to a Liver 
pool regiment. His sister has just 


received the following letter from his 
colonel: 


“I have to inform you with the} 
deepest regret that your brother, the} 
Rev. W. L. 8. Dallas, was killed in- 


stantaneously by a snell in the early 
morning of the 20th inst., just as our 
attack on the German line began. With 
splendid pluck, which had = always 
characterized him, he was right up 
in the very front with the fighting 
troops, where he always liked to be, 
and was sitting quietly talking to two 
other officers Just beside the point 
where I had my headquarters. They 
s.arted shelling this area very hotly, 
but naturally everybody had to just 
‘stick to it,’ when one shell landed 
right on the parapet of the trench, 
and two of the three officers in the 
group were killed instantly, the curi- 
ous decree of fate leaving the third 
one (sitting between your brother and 
the killed signalling officer) shaken 
but unhurt, : . 

“TI had the very greatest regard for 
your brother, quiet and somewhat dif- 
ficult to ‘get to know,’ as he was tem- 


peramentally, But beneath this out- 
ward reserve he had the heart of a 
real ‘white man,’ besides an extra- 


ordinarily active and well-informed 
mind. If it was to be 
he would not wish to have died in a 
betier place than facing the music, 
surrounded by the men whom he had 
instructed so we:. in the ideals for 
which we are fighting. I had him lald 
to rest In a little grave with four of 
my other officers, just at the trench 
from which we started out for the 
victory which he did not live to see. 

God rest his soul. He has joined 
the compa of splendid men who 
have given their lives for the great 
cause, and we who are left wil! carry 
on, stimulated by the thought of such 
deaths as his and his brother officers 
and men. 

“To you and all his family I tender 
my deepest and heartfelt sympathy in 
your great loss.”

“An analysis of the ofl shows it to 
be of fine quality It i# about 50 per 
cent. lubricant and 50 per cent. illumi- 
nating.
